2, Un 14 warch 1950 a barge similar to the SAN PEDKO was observed about tena 
miles distant from the 58 SAN ROBERTO (approximately 113842, 22-18), proceeding:

3. On 14 sarch 1950 ths Panamanian SS FLYING DRAGON*« sompleted discharging a 


; cargo which appeared to be rice, at the isacao bund. She sailed for an unknown 
destination on 15 warch 1950. 


4. Letween 11 and 12 arch 1950 the Fanamaniaa SS “AROUSSA discharged 3,030 tons 
of rice inkacao. The rice had bean loaded in Bangkok.
